We  enjoyed  the  Fifth  Grade  because  for  the  first  time  in  school  we  had  two  teachers  in  one  grade, 
they  were  Mrs.  Egly  and  Mr.  Reynolds.  This  year  we  gained  8  new  members.  They  were  Carol  Smith, 
Lucile  Kingen,  Patricia  Wall,  William  Harris,  Max  Goodspeed,  Gerald  Grinm,  Norma  Risser  and  Donna

In  the  Eighth  Grade  we  again  elected  Mr.  Carnes.  We  lost  Billy  Harris,  Lucile  Kingen,  Earl  Brick- 
ley,  and  Richard  Martin.     We  gained  John  Bunsold. 

The  first  day  of  school,  August,  1949,  will  never  be  forgotten  by  us.  It  was  on  that  day  "we  entered 
the  threshold  of  our  high  school  career.  Twenty  enthusiastic  pupils  gathered  for  the  first  time  as  a 
Freshman  class.  We  felt  green  and  awkward  and  hardly  knew  how  to  act.  Gradually  this  awkward  feel- 
ing left  us  and  We  felt  more  free  to  become  acquainted  with  our  classmates.
